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General  History  will  be  studied  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
literary  exercises  in  wliicli  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  are  required  to 
engage  each  term.  These  Chisses  are  divided  into  sections,  so  that  every 
member  may  have  the  benefit  of  the  drill  at  each  meeting. 

Both  classes  are  expected  to  close  each  term's  work  with  a  series  of 
public  tinals  on  subjects  related  to  their  regular  class  work  during  the 
term. 

The  Library,  with  its  miscellaneous  books  of  reference  and  maga- 
zines furnishes  excellent  facilities  for  preparation  on  all  work  assigned  in 
this  department. 

The  final  examinations  in  the  Elementary  Com-se  are  conducted  by 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners  at  their  annual  examinations.  This  Board 
consists  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  his  Deputy, 
who  is  President  of  the  Board  ;  the  Principal  of  another  Normal  School ; 
two  Superintendents  from  the  Thirteenth  District,  and  tlie  Prin- 
cipal of  this  Normal  School.  Each  student  must  receive  four  votes  out 
of  tlie  five  in  order  to  pass  the  examination  and  to  graduate. 

Preliminary  examinations  are  Iield  by  the  Faculty  during  the 
year  in  the  branches  requisite  for  passing  the  final  examinations. 
Students  must  pa.ss  creditably  in  these,  and  be  recommended  by  the  Fac- 
ulty, before  they  become  eligible  to  appear  before  tlie  State  Board. 

The  final  examination  occurs  in  the  month  of  June.  It  is  almost 
wholly  in  writing,  and  lasts  about  three  days. 

Each  Student  is  re<pured  by  law  to  teach  21  weeks  in  (he  Model 
School  for  a  period  of  45  minutes  each  legal  school  day,  before  he  can 
graduate  in  the  Normal  Couree.

DIPLOMAS. 

A  graduate  in  the  Elementary  Course  receives  a  diyiloma,  in  which 
are  named  the  branches  studied,  and  by  which  he  is  constituted  Bachelor 
of  Elements;  the  diplomas  of  those  graduating  in  the  Scientific  Course 
enumerate  the  distinctive  branches  of  tlie  Course,  and  constitute  tlieir 
holders  Bachelors  of  Scien(!es. 

Graduates  in  the  Elementary  Course  can  be  examined  upon  any  of 
the  studies  of  the  Scientific  Course  at  any  State  examination,  and  can 
have  these  branches  put  upon  their  diplomas. 

Regular  graduates  who  have  continued  their  studies  for  two  years, 
and  who  have  practiced  their  profession  for  two  annual  terms  in  the  Pul- 
I'c  Schools  of  the  State,  and  who  have  presented  to  the  Faculty  and 
Board  of  Examiners  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character  and  skill  in 
the  art  of  teaching,  from  tjie  Board  or  Boards  of  Directors  in  whose  em- 
ploy they  have  taught,  countersigned  by  the  proper  Superintendent  or 
Superintendents,  may  receive  diplomas  constituting  them  Master  in  the 
several  studies  embraced  in  the  Course  in  which  they  graduate,  and  con- 
ferring upon  tliem  corresponding  professional  degrees,  as  follows: 

Master  of  the  Elements. 
Master  of  the  Sciences. 
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These  diplomas  are  permanent  certificates  of  the  highest  grade*. 
Thev  confer  upon  their  liolders  the  riglit  to  teach  the  branches  named 
ilierein  in  the  Public.Schools  of  Pennsylvania  without  further  examina-- 
tiou. 

Applications  for  diplomas  6uist  he  presented  to  the  Board  of  Exam-* 
iners  at  their  regvdar  session. 

STATE  APPBOPKIATIONS. 

B}'  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  following  appropriations  are  nuult^ 
l)y  the  Slate  to  Normal  Students  and  Normal  Graduates  : 

1.  Each  student  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  who  shall  sign  a  paper 
declaring  his  intention  to  teach  in  the  Common  Schools  of  the  State,  sJiaU 
receive  Fifty  Cents  per  week. 

To  secure  this  allowance,  the  student  miisi  attend  tlie  school  at  least: 
twelve  consecutiTe  weeks,  and  recite  daily  in  the  Teacher's  Training 
Class.     The  State  appropriation  is  to  be  deductetl  from  the  tuition. 

2.  Ea-ch  student  who,  upon  graduating,  shall  sign  an  agreement  t(/ 
teach  in  the  Common  Schools  of  the  State  two  full  years,  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  Fifty  l>olIars.

COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

A  Business  Education  is  now  recognized  as  an  ef^sential  part  of  the 
American  educational  system.  There  is  a  popular  demand  for  thorough 
Business  Training  among  the  patrons  of  the  best  schools.  The  knowl- 
edge of  the  principles,  laws,  an<l  customs  whereb}'  business,  commerce, 
and  finance  are  conducted  and  controlled  has  become  a  profession. 

To  meet  this  demand  we  have  opened  a  special  Commercial  Depart- 
ment, which  embraces  a  complete  Business  Course,  Students  can  avsil 
themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  Normal  Studies  and  the  Extensive 
Library  of  the  school  while  pursuing  these  studits,  and  tbns  an  oppor- 
tunity will  be  given  to  those  who  are  preparing  for  business  to  take  up 
other  branches  of  study.     • 

The  branches  of  this  Department  include  Commercial  Arithmetic, 
Penmanship,  Book-keeping,  theoretical  and  practical,  Commercial  Law, 
Business  Correspondence,  Business  Forms. 

Theoretical  Bookkeepikg. — First  the  elements  are  mastered,  as 
Daybook  Entries,  Journalizing,  Forms  of  Cashbook,  Posting,  Trial  Bal- 
ances, Balance  Sheets,  Closing  Ledger,  Statements  and  Summaries.  The 
student  is  drilled  in  the  most  systematic  methods  of  keeping  books  in 
Retail  and  Wholesale  Business,  Manufacturing,  Hardware,  Commission 
and  Banking. 

Actual  Business  Practice. — A  room  ha?,  been  specially  fitted  up 
with  offices,  each  represented  as  being  in  different  cities.  Each  student's 
•desk  represents  a  Businesss  House,  correspondence  i«  carried  on  with  the 
diflerent  houses  and  offices.  The  work  of  the  students  represents  a  min- 
iature Business  Community. 

On  admission,  a  student  is  assigned  a  desk.  Ample  currency  and 
merchandise  are  furnished  by  the  teacher  for  Vvhich  he  gives  his  note. 
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He  then  opens  a  set  of  books.  At  the  Commercial  Exchange  he  rents  a 
store,  which  is  represented  by  his  desk.  He  gets  a  copv  of  the  lease, 
pays  one  month's  rent  in  advance  and  obtains  a  receipt  He  deposits 
money  in  the  Student's  National  Rank,  and  receives  creilit  in  liis  Bank 
Book.  He  continues  in  the  business,  buyina:  and  selling  goods  for  Cash, 
or,  on  account,  gives  and  receives  Checks,  Notes,  Drafts,  and  Keceipts, 
computes  Interest  and  Discount.  Each  business  transaction  is  accurately 
recorded  in  his  books. 

Having  completed  the  business  he  is  admitted  to  the  offices.  First 
as  clerk,  and  then  is  promoted  successively  to  positions  of  bookkeeper, 
cashier,  and  manager.  Finally  he  is  admitteii  to  tlie  First  National 
Bank.  Here  lie  remains  until  he  is  familiar  with  the  National  Banking 
System. 

Teachers  will  find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  supplement  the 
professional  course  by  taking  a  course  as  outlined  in  this  department. 
They  may  find  many  occasions  to  use  the  knowledge  thus  acquired,  in 
their  varied  experience  in  the  school  room. 

The  practical  work  in  this  departiuenl  will  he  under  the  supervision 
of  a  teacher  who  successfully  managed  a  prominent  business  collefic  in 
one  of  the  western  states. 
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-I  MHNUflL  TRAININGS- 

]Mucli  lias  been  spoken  and  written  within  the  past  lew  years  cdU" 
cerning  Manual  Training  in  schools.  Mr.  J.  G.  Fitch,  an  eminent 
English  euucator,  in  a  lecture  delivered  before  tlie  College  of  Preceptors 
in  London  last  year,  said,  "  One  of  tlie  strongest  argunientit  whicli  justify  tlu- 
niodern  demand  for  manual  training  is  that,  by  means  of  it,  we  may  often 
otTei"  an  opportunity  i'or  the  development  of  special  talents  and  aptitudi  s 
for  which  there  is  no  adequate  scope  in  tlie  ordinary  school  course. 
Every  school  nuinbeis  among  its  scholars  some  who  dislike  books,  who 
rebel  against  merely  verbal  memory  exercises,  but  who  deliglit  in  comini. 
into  contact  with  things,  with  objects  to  be  touched  and  shaped,  to  bebuill 
up  and  taken  to  pieces— in  sliort,  with  the  material  realities  of  life.  And  a 
school  .system  ought  to  be  so  fashioned  as  to  give  full  recognition  to  this  fact 

"Manual  and  artistic  exercises  call  into  play  powers  and  faculties  uui 
evoked  by  literary  studies,  and  so  give  a  better  chance  to  the  varied  apti- 
tudes of  different  .scholars.  Children  do  not  ail  like  the  same  thing. 
The  world  would  be  a  much  less  interesting  world  tha.n  it  is  if  they  did, 
A  school  course,  therefore,  should  be  wide  enougji,  and  diversified 
enougii,  to  give  to  the  largest  possible  number  of  scholars  a  cliance  of 
linding  something  which  is  attractive  to  them  and  which  they  will  lind  ;i 
pleasure  in  doing." 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  there  is  a  general  awakening  of  all  chi.ssc- 
of  people  to  liie  necessity  for  advancement  in  this  direction,  we  have 
made  careful  preparation  and  secured  the  services  of  capable  iiLStrnclm  • 
in  order  to  adbrd  sludeut-teachers'  tlie  widest  op|iortuiiitIes  liofli  for  oli 
servation  and  for  exercise  in  this  phase  of  educalion  wiiich  i.s  now 
forcing  itself  upon  our  attention.

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■^  NITURAL  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT,  t- 

In  llli^  depaniuent  it  is  the  aim  to  awaken  a  greater  interest  in  all 
tlie  difiVrent  brandies  of  Natural  Science.  Instructit>n  is  given  in  the 
form  of  discossi(jns,  reports  by  the  students  on  difierent  subjects 
assigned  theai  for  special  investigation,  recitations,  written  exercises, 
&c.,  with  the  aid  of  topical  outlines,  drawings,  charts,  experiments, 
text-books,  practical  problems,  &c.  During  the  past  year  many  valuable 
jiieces  of  apparatus  liave  been  made  by  the  students  in  this  department.

Location. — The  school  is  located  at  Clarion,  the  county  seat  of 
Clarion  county,  a  quiet  and  pleasant  villag;e  of  about  two  thousand  five 
iiundred  inhabitants,  situated  on  the  heights  above  the  Clarion  River. 
Cool  and  bracing  breezes  and  pure  water  contribute  to  the  general  health- 
fulness  of  the  place  and  make  it  a  delightful  spot  during  the  summer 
months. 

Seminary  Hall  contains  the  Chapel,  Auditorium,  Principal's  Office 
Recitation  rooms  and  Library. 

Two  Dormitories,  one  for  the  ladies  and  the  other  for  the  gentlemen, 
stand  within  a  few  yards  of  Seminary  Hall.  These  two  buildings, 
are  heated  with  steam,  lighted  with  gas,  and  have  hot  and  cold 
water  and  bath  rooms  on  every  floor,  and  all  the  rooms  are 
carpeted  and  furnished  with  clothes-presses,  bed  and  bedding,  tables 
chairs,  and  everything  requisite  for  comfortable  living.  The  teacliers  and 
hoarding  students  take  their  meals  in  the  dining  room  in  the  ladies'  dor- 
mitory. 

A  Club  Room  in  the  gentlemen'.-!  dormitory  is  furnished  with 
many  requisites  for  enjoyment  during  the  recreation  periods 

The  New  Music  Hall  contains  a  teaching  room,  an  assembly  roo 
eleven  practice  rooms,  a  studio,  a  sui  e  of  living  rooms,  a  manual  trai 
ing  room,  and  a  gymnasium. 

The  station  of  the  Pittsburg  and  Western  railroad  is  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  street  from  the  buildings. 

The  grounds,  ten  acres  in  extent,  are  on   an   elevation   over-looking 

tiie  town  and  are  graded  in   lawns  and   terraces.     An  artesian   well   has 

been  drilled  on  the  highest  point  to  a  depth  of  almost  three  hundred  feet 

below  the  surface,   to  the  "' mountain  sand  "  from   whirh     ^''obtained   an 

abundant  supply  of  pure  water,  as  the  following  analysis   in   10,000   parts 

has  demonstrated  :

There  i?  a  well-defined  tendency  in  modern  schemes  of  edncation  to 
return  more  and  more  to  the  old  Greek  idea,  that  mind  and  body  are  but 
as  the  two  well-fitting  halve?  of  the  perfect  whole,  designed  mutually  to 
support  and  sustain  each  other.  That  each  is  worthy  of  our  constant 
care  and  attention,  and  neither  can  be  neglected  without  seriously  im- 
pairing the  usefulness  of  the  other.  Mere  recreative  exercise  is  insuffi* 
cient  for  the  tieeds  of  fhe  plastic  bodies  of  tlie  young  who  spend  a  large 
])ortion  of  their  time  in  the  constrainedv  position  of  study.  Hence  the 
necessity  of  a  system  of  physical  exercises,  and  the  gymnasium  becomes 
an  indispensible  adjunct  to  the  recitation  room.  To  this  end  no  little 
time  and  money  have  been  expended  during  the  past  year  with  results 
which  we  believe  Just'fy  all  elfort  put  forth. 

THE  GYMNASIUM 
now  occupies  a  room  in  the  new  Music  Hail  in  which  has  been  placed 
additional  apparatus  suitable  for  the  uniform  and  harmonious  develop- 
ment of  the  entire  frame.  This  is  open  daily  at  such  time  as  will  not 
conflict  with  school  exercises  and  study  hours,  and  its  use  is  under  regula-* 
tioiis  enacted  by  the  Faculty.  Nor  are  the  advantages  restricted  to  the 
male  portion  of  the  institution.  During  the  past  year  the  ladies  havfe 
been  marshalkd  daily  in  a  room  set  apart  for  that  purpose  and  given  a 
vigorous  and  systematic  drill  in 

OALISTHENIOS 
nnder  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  teachers.     At  the  same   period   one 
half  of  the  gentlemen  were  given  a  similar  drill  under   aliother   teacher 
wiiile  a  third  instructed  and  drilled  the  remainder   in    the   complete   in- 
fantry code  of  Military  TacticSi 

These  exerci.scs,  intelligent  in  design,  prompt  and  vigorous  in  execu* 
tion,  have  been  co-incident  with  a  degree  of  health  and  activity  hitherto 
tmknown  in  the  history  of  the  school,  and  it  is  but  natural  to  ascribe  to 
the  two  the  relations  of  cause  and  effect.

-m^SrATE  WEATHER  STATION,  ^fi- 

The  State  authorities  have  located  here  a  thoroughly  ecjuipped  station 
of  the  Weather  Service,  at  wliich  daily  obserfations  are  taken,  and   the 
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predictions,  forwarded  from  the  Chief  Signal  Office,  displa3'ed.  The 
students  are  enlisted  in  this  work  and  are  thus  given  a  thorough  training 
in  practical  Meteorology.

Several  literary  societies  and  debating  clubs  are  maintained  and  stu- 
dents are  advised  to  join  them  for  the  training  they  may  receive  in  par- 
liamentary practice  and  the  opportunities  afFordeti  for  frequent  exercise  in 
composition,  oratory  and  debate.

Students  often  waste  much  energy  and  lose  the  most  precious 
years  of  their  lives  by  attending  school  in  an  aimless,  perfiuictory  way, 
without  a  definite  aim  before  them.  It  has  been  proven  in  innumei'able 
cases  that  even  where  the  money  to  defr.jy  the  expenses  of  a  course  has 
been  borrowed,  it  will  repay  itself  many  times  over  in  the  increased 
value  of  the  graduate  to  his  employers,  whatever  his  station  in  life. 
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Man  is  a  moral  and  religious,  as  well  as  an  intellectual  being.  A 
true  education  requires  the  harmonious  development  of  all  his  powers; 
Tlie  religious  nature  is  the  perfection  of  his  being,  and  should  not  be  neg- 
lected ^in  a  system  of  education.  We  labor  therefore,  to  give  it  culture^ 
to  develop  its  triune  elements — Faith,  Love  and  Obedience.  Among  the 
religious  pritileges  of  the  school  are  regularly  conducted  prayer  meet- 
ings, Bible  readings  and  the  morning  devotional  exercises  conducted  in 
the  Cha{)eli  The  last,  students  aie  expected  to  attend,  unless  excused  by 
the  Principal. 

All  connected  with  the  institution  will  cheerfully  help  you  if  in 
their  power.     It  is  easy  to  help  those  wlio  try  to  help  themselves.
